DIRECTIONS  FOR  ORDERING 

Seeds  offered  in  the  present  list  are  chiefly 
of  such  species  and  varieties  as  may  be  1 
sown  to  some  slight  advantage  in  open  i 
ground  beds  or  in  frames  during  late 
Autumn.  Do  not  sow  too  early,  for  ger¬ 
mination  should  not  take  place  until  the 
following  spring.  All  of  these  sorts  may  i 
likewise  be  planted  in  the  spring,  but  they  i 
will  not  come  up  quite  as  quickly  if  sowing 
is  deferred  until  then. 

A  considerable  portion  of  the  seed  is  of 
my  own  growing,  but  part  of  it  comes  from 
other  growers  and  from  collectors  in  vari¬ 
ous  odd  corners  of  the  world.  Seed  is  offer¬ 
ed  subject  to  arrival,  although  I  expect  to 
have  nearly  all  sorts  in  hand  when  this  list 
is  mailed.  I  try  to  send  out  only  good  seeds,  ! 
but  I  cannot  control  the  conditions  under 
which  they  are  planted,  and  I  do  not  guar¬ 
antee  the  results,  nor  will  I  be  in  any  way 
responsible  for  the  crop.  If  these  condi-  ; 
tions  are  not  acceptable,  seed  purchased  is 
to  be  returned  at  once,  when  money  paid 
for  it  will  be  cheerfully  refunded.  !  .

ARISAEMA 

Hardy  tuberous-rooted  plants  of  easy  cul-  j 
ture,  thriving  in  damp  shade. 

Arisaema  Triphyllum — Jack-in-the-Pulpit.  ( 
An  intriguing  woodland  bulb  with  purple 
green  “flowers”  or  spathes  shaped  like  a 
hooded  Calla,  followed  by  showy  red  ber-  I 
ries.  Pkt.  15c;  special  pkg.  35c;  lA  oz. 
60c. 

Arisaema  Dracontium — The  Green  Dragon. 
Oddly  shaped  oblong  green  wrinkled 
spathe  or  “flower”.  Quite  different  from  ; 
Jack-in-the-Pulpit  and  possibly  even  more 
interesting.  Pkt.  15c;  special  pkg.  35c;

HELLEBORUS  NIGER 
The  Christmas  Rose — Large  white  or  rose- 
flushed  flowers.  A  few  mild  days  will 
bring  established  plants  into  bloom  in 
January  or  February.  Hardy.  Seed  comes 
slowly.  Leave  beds  undisturbed  until  it 
germinates.  Pkt.  15c;  special  pkg.  35c; 
lA  oz.  50c. 

EREMURUS  PEERLESS  BLEND 
The  magnificient  Desert  Lily  bears  spikes 
four  to  eight  feet  high,  filled  with  myriads 
of  starry  flowers  in  white  and  in  various 
shades  of  pink,  rose,  yellow,  copper  and 
orange.  I  offer  a  blend  of  varieties  and 
species  that  will  show  a  marvelous  diversity 
of  rare  colorings.  Pkt.  of  25  seeds  for  20c;

AMARYLLIS  GROUP 


The  Amaryllis  in  its  various  forms  may 
be  readily  grown  from  seed  and  this  is  the 
most  practicable  method  of  propagating  it. 
No  bulb  is  more  easily  handled  as  a  pot 
plant  and  some  kinds  may  also  be  grown 
in  the  garden.  In  Autumn  Amaryllis  seed 
can  be  sown  only  in  a  greenhouse  or  a 
sunny  window. 

Amaryllis  Formosissima — Jacobean  Lily.  A 
most  effective  flower  for  pot  growing, 
garden  use  or  cutting.  In  pots  treat  like 
any  other  Amaryllis,  and  in  the  garden 
like  a  Gladiolus.  It  is  the  only  Amaryllis 
that  blooms  freely  in  the  open  ground  in 
the  North.  May  be  forced  in  water,  Hya¬ 
cinth  fashion.  Enormous  fantastically 
shaped  flowers  of  brilliant  glowing  crim¬ 
son,  having  in  certain  lights,  a  golden 
sheen.  Seeds  grow  quickly.  25  seed  pkt.

Amaryllis  Belladonna — Flower  stems  two  to 
three  feet  high,  topped  with  umbels  of 
graceful  lily-shaped  flowers  that  vary  in 
color  from  palest  blush  to  deepest  satiny 
rose.  This  beautiful  Amaryllis  is  usually 
hardy  in  the  open  ground  if  planted  deep¬ 
ly,  at  least  south  of  Washington,  and  in 
the  North  it  may  be  handled  very  well 
as  a  pot  plant.

Cyrtanthus  Sanguinea — A  handsome  flower¬ 
ing  bulb  that  grows  readily  from  seed. 
Large  flowers  of  expanded  trumpet  form, 
bright  scarlet  within,  but  buff  orange 
outside,  each  petal  bearing  a  blood  red 
stripe  on  the  back.  Give  Amaryllis  cul¬ 
ture.

Amaryllis,  Peerless  Hybrids — Seed  saved 
only  from  giant  flowered  plants,  and 
should  give  blooms  of  a  marvelous  diver¬ 
sity  of  colors  and  markings.  This  strain 
for  house  culture  only  in  the  North,  but 
may  be  grown  outside  in  the  South.  Seed 
germinates  readily. 

Stock  No.  1 — Here  are  segregated  the 
various  crimson  and  warm  deep  red 
shades.

FRITILLARIAS  FROM  SEED 

Fritillarias  are  cousins  of  the  Lilies  but 
even  yet  botanists  have  been  unable  to  de¬ 
termine  where  Lilies  leave  off  and  Frit¬ 
illarias  begin.  They  are  hardy  and  particu¬ 
larly  good  for  the  rock  garden. 

Fritillaria  Cirrhosa — Dwarf  nodding  lily- 
like  flowers  of  old  gold  checkered  with 
purple.  A  native  of  the  Himalayas. 
Hardy.  Pkt.  35c. 

Fritillaria  Delphinensis — Pretty  flowers  of 
plum  violet  sometimes  marked  with  buff. 
Pkt.  35c. 

Fritillaria  Lanceolata — A  strong  growing 
sort,  up  to  three  feet,  with  inverted  bowl-  | 
shaped  flowers  of  wine  purple  which  are, 
however,  somewhat  variable  in  color. 
Pkt.  25c;  special  pkg.  60c. 

Fritillaria  Imperialis — The  Crown  Imperial. 
Grows  up  to  three  feet  tall  and  bears  a 
crown  of  bell-shaped  blooms  in  various 
rich  shades  from  straw  and  bronze  yellow 
to  orange  and  deep  crimson,  each  about 
the  size  of  a  tulip  flower.  Pkt.  25c;  spe¬ 
cial  pkg.

AN  AUTUMN  TRIO 

Colchicum  Autumnale — The  large  cup¬ 
shaped  blooms  of  mauve,  lavender  and 
purple,  appear  as  if  by  magic  in  August 
and  September,  long  after  the  foliage  has 
died  down.  Effective  for  rockeries  and  for 
naturalizing.  Pkt.  10c;  special  pkg.  25c;

Crocus  Zonatus — Very  pretty  lilac  rose 
flowers  with  zone  of  golden  orange  within 
the  cup.  Blooms  in  October.  Pkt.  50c. 
Crocus  Iridiflorus — Flowers  are  somewhat 
iris-shaped,  the  three  outer  petals  of  rich 
clear  purple,  being  considerably  larger 
than  the  three  inner,  which  are  soft  lilac.

PEONIES  FROM  SEED 
Growing  Peonies  from  seed  is  most  in¬ 
teresting  work,  for  it  is  in  this  way  that 
new  varieties  are  produced.  Peony  seed 
germinates  slowly,  but  if  properly  cared  for 
almost  all  of  it  will  eventually  grow.  Don’t 
get  impatient. 

Peony,  Finest  Chinese  Double — A  blend  of 
seeds  saved  from  the  best  American  and 
European  collections.  There  should  be 
some  real  treasures  here.  Color  range 
includes  blush,  pink,  rose,  carmine,  crim¬ 
son,  cream  and  white,  the  latter  often 
flecked  with  red.  10  seeds  for  20c;  50 
seeds  for  85c;  100  seeds  for  $1.50;  500 
seeds  for  $6.00. 

Peony  Officinalis — The  old-fashioned  “Red 
as  a  Peony”  kind,  and  still  one  of  the  fin¬ 
est  sorts  grown.  Large  flowers  of  richest 
red-crimson.  Comes  true  to  color  from 
seed  but  there  will  be  some  variation 
in  form  and  doubleness.  Early  blooming.

Peony,  Tree — A  shrub-like  Peony  with 
woody  branches.  The  flowers  are  very 
large,  single  to  double  in  form,  and  show 
a  range  of  color  schemes  never  found  in 
the  herbaceous  types,  such  as  pure  reds, 
brilliant  scarlets,  maroons  and  ruddy  wine 
shades.  Beside  these  richer  hues  appear 
delicate  colorings  of  soft  blush,  dainty 
mauve  and  lovely  white  sorts.  The  seed¬ 
ling  plants  are  all  beautiful,  although  they 
will  show  a  large  proportion  of  maroon 
flowers  and  fewer  of  the  other  shades. 
It  is  well  to  remember,  however,  that 
every  named  variety  was  once  a  seedling.

Dainty 
little  pure  white  Daffodils  with  delicate 
nodding  flowers  shaped  like  a  Cyclamen 
or  a  Shooting  Star,  the  perianth  segments 
being  sharply  reflexed.

SCILLA  OR  BLUE  BELL 

Scilla  Campanulata  —  Spanish  Blue-Bell. 
Colors  include  various  and  beautiful 
shades  of  blue,  together  with  white,  pink 
and  rose.  The  bell-shaped  blooms  are 
carried  in  tall,  rather  loose  and  graceful 
spikes.  Blooms  in  May.  Hardy.  Good 
for  rockeries,  but  also  effective  for  cut¬ 
ting  or  in  the  border.  Mixed  colors.  Pkt.

Scilla  Italica — Italian  Blue-Bell.  The  pale 
blue  flowers  are  intensely  sweet  with  the 
fragrance  of  lilacs,  and  are  carried  in 
dense  racemes  fifteen  inches  or  more  in 
height.

Particularly  good  as  a  cut  flower.  Pkt.

spikes  of  snowy-white  trumpets  like  l 
dainty  little  Madonna  Lilies.  Pkt.  15c;

Pardanthus  Sinensis — Blackberry  Lily.  Rich 
iris-like  foliage  above  which  is  carried 
three-foot  panicles  of  crimson-dotted 
orange  flowers,  followed  by  ornamental 
seed  clusters  formed  like  great  glossy 
blackberries,  which  may  be  dried  for  win¬ 
ter  bouquets.

Tulip,  Single  Early  Blend — Saved  from 
thirty  brilliantly  colored  early  flowering 
varieties.

A 
handsome  species,  rather  variable  in  col¬ 
oring,  but  usually  creamy  white,  deep¬ 
ening  to  primrose  at  base  and  tinged 
with  carmine  on  the  reverse.  The  earliest 
Tulip  to  flower.

T.  Sprengeri — Rather  star-shaped  glowing 
scarlet  flowers  on  18  inch  stems.

Erythronium  Grandiflorum  Robustum — Re¬ 
curved  fairy  lilies  of  richest  golden  yel¬ 
low,  on  18-inch  stems.  Hardy.  Flourishes 
in  sun  or  shade.  Pkt.  25c;  special  pkg.

Very  attractive  in  rockery 
or  border.  April  blooming.  Native  to 
Lebanon  and  the  Caucasus.  Pkt.  25c;
